Washington,

ment to a judiciary bill providing thai 
“ before the president 
shall appoint 
any district, circuit or supreme judge, 
he shall make public all indorsements 
made in behalf of any applicant,’’ has 
been adopted by the house. 
Mr. Bryan has rejjeatedly urged the 
enactment of a law of this sort 
W hile 
President Taft was on his western trip 
last summer Mr. Bryan made a public 
speech on the subject to which Mr. 
Taft replied. 
On the 8th of this month 
Mr. Bryan, speaking at the Jackson 
day banquet here, urged this scheme 
for publicity of judicial indorsements, 
but the Democrats did not anticipate 
that one of their number would spring 
the 
plan 
so 
soon. 
Representative 
Cullop of Indiana, a Bryan follower, 
turned the trick. 
He offered the above 
amendment to the Evans bill, which 
creates an additional district judge in 
Chicago and drops one circuit Judge­ 
ship, the latter being one caused by 
the resignation of Judge Grosscup. 
This, it was pointed out. w ill save 
the government $1,500 a year, as the 
salary of a district judge Is $6,000 and 
that of a circuit judge $7,500, while at 
the same time relieving the present 
crowded condition of business in the 
district court. 
Only thirteen Dem o 
crats voted against the Cullop amend­ 
ment, which was carried, 148 to 82. 
Practically all the Republican Insur­ 
gents voted with the Democrats for 
the amendment. 
There was very little 
debate on the proposition, the hour be­ 
ing late and the house having pretty 
well exhausted Itself w-ith arguments 
for and against an amendment offered 
by Minority Leader Mann, proposing 
to increase the compensation of dis­ 
trict judges from $6,000 to $7,000 a 
year.

"H alf of the husbands don’t know 
the price of sugar nor how long an in­ 
candescent light will last, and, all un­ 
knowingly, they greatly add to the al­ 
ready high cost of living." said Mrs. 
Ellms. 
"Husbands should keep house­ 
hold accounts as well as the wife, and 
at the end of the month both should 
balance, and see if they agree. 
I don’t 
see why a husband should not know 
when the flour is getting low as well 
as the wife.” 


Initiative Taken By the Iowa 


Delegation. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 2 4 —The first step 
toward a general strike of coal miners 
after April 1, when all contracts with 
¡he 
miners expire, waa taken here 
when the Iowa delegation to the min­ 
ers’ convention met and decided to go 
on strike April 1 unless a contract with 
the union granting an 
increase of 
wages is signed. 
Nearly all the large operators of the 
competitive districts of Indiaua. Illi­ 
nois. Ohio and western Pennsylvania 
are here for a conference over the 
wage schedule, and all arc emphatic 
that conditions do not justify an in­ 
crease. 
They say that the warm win­ 
ter last year left them with a large 
amount of coal on hand this spring, 
and that they mined coal during the 
summer simply to give their employes 
work and that there is now a large 
surplus on band and promises to be a 
greater surplus wrhen spring opens. 
In reply to the suggestion that they 
might he piling up coal in anticipation 
of a strike, they said they were not, for 
their mint s had been run at a disad­ 
vantage so far as th e selling price of 
coal is concerned, and they would be 
better off if there was little on top and 
more in the ground. 
"Our men had to have work.” one of 
them said, “and that meant minim;
